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MUSEUM OPENS COMPETITION TO REGIONAL ARTISTS 

The Cleveland Museum of Art will launch a fifteen-month celebration of the 
institution’s 75th Anniversary on the weekend of June 7, 8, and 9, 1991, with 
festivities attracting thousands of people. The Museum is inviting artists— visual 
artists, designers, architects, landscape architects, lighting artists, performing artists, 
and others-to submit proposals for that weekend to create and install or perform a 
work of art. For this competition, called Insight/On Site, any kind of imaginative 
idea is encouraged, including collaborative works and projects involving interaction 
with the public. The Museum’s goal is to oSer a unique encounter with artists and 
their work through site-specific outdoor art. 

The Cleveland Museum of Art is located in University Circle. The project site 
is the most familiar and frequently photographed view of the Museum and its 
surrounding grounds: bordered by Martin Luther King, Jr. Boulevard on the west and 
East Boulevard on the east, the site extends from Euclid Avenue on the south, 
through the Fine Arts Garden and Lagoon, up to and including the Museum’s 
Neoclassical south fagade. These south doors were first opened to the public nearly 
seventy-five years ago on June 7, 1916. The Fine Arts Garden, belonging to the City 
of Cleveland and maintained by the Museum, was dedicated in 1928. 

This competition is open to artists who are residents of the following Northeast 
Ohio counties: Ashland, Ashtabula, Cuyahoga, Erie, Geauga, Huron, Lake, Lorain, 
Mahoning, Medina, Portage, Summit, or Trumbull. Artists may work alone or 
collaborate. They are urged to visit the site and investigate this unique landscape and 
fagade by day and night. 
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Proposals can vary in scope, media, and cost. The amount budgeted to date for 
Insight/On Site, $75,000, will cover all costs of realizing the selected projects, 
including artists’ fees and materials. Preliminary proposals should be mailed to 
Insight/On Site at The Cleveland Museum of Art (11150 East Boulevard, Cleveland, 
Ohio, 44106) by January 5, 1991. and must include the following: 

1. A written statement covering the concept, process, and description 
of the work, including, if applicable, how the project will involve 
the public and a schedule of how each day would unfold. Indicate 
what area of the site would be desired. 

2. A rough budget. 

3. A current resume. 

4. Up to five 35mm slides of relevant work per artist. Shdes must 
be marked with artist name, title of work, dimensions, date, and 
medium. A self-addressed, stamped envelope must be included for 
the return of slides. 

All selections will be made by a panel composed of the following members of 
the region’s visual arts community: Susan Channing, Director, SPACES; Kathleen 
Coakley, Director, Committee for Public Art; Carl Floyd, Chairman, Sculpture 
Department, Cleveland Institute of Art; Constance Hightower, Manager, Bureau of 
Cultural Art, Division of Recreation, City of Cleveland; Tom Hinson, Curator of 
Contemporary Art, The Cleveland Museum of Art; Janus Small, Executive Director, 
New Organization for the Visual Arts; and Marjorie Talalay, Executive Director, 
Cleveland Center for Contemporary Art. 

The panel will make preliminary selections and send notifications to artists by 
February 1, 1991. An honorarium will be paid to these finalists to develop a detailed 
proposal and budget, which must include all expenses, due at the Museum by March 
15. The panel will make its final selection and award contracts to artists by April 1.
